man w ere to gether sw ept o ut o f sight. 
Each stranger was welco med and to ld 
to take a pan atpl pick and go to wo rk 
fo r liimself. 
The richest miner in the 
camp was seldo m able to hire a serv ant; 
tho se who bad been glad to serv e 
o thers were digging in their o w n claims. 
The v eriest greenho rn w as as likely to 
unco v er the richest mine in the gulch as 
was the wisest o f ex -pro fesso rs o f geo l­ 
o gy ; and, o n the o ther hand, the best 
claim 011 the riv er might suddenly “ giv e 
o ut” and nev er again y ield a do llar. 
The po o rest man in tho camp co uld 
hav e a handful o f go ld dust fo r the ask­ 
ing fro m a mo re successful neighbo r, to 
giv e him ano ther start and help him 
“ hunt fo r better luck.” 
No o ne was 
ev er allo wed to suffer; the treasure 
v aults o f Sierra were to o near and 
seemingly to o ex haustless. 
“ To a little 
camp o f 1 81 9"—so an o ld miner writes 


me—“ a lad o f 16 came o ne day , fo o t­ 
so re, weary , hungry , anti penniless. 
There were thirty ro bust and cheerful 
I miners at wo rk in the rav ine, and the 
lad sat o n the bank watching them 
awhile in silence, his face telling the 
sad 
sto ry o f his fo rtunes. 
At last 
o ne stalwart miner ipo ko to his fel­ 
lo ws, say ing 
‘Bo v s, Fit wo rk fo r an 
ho ur fo r that chap, if y o n will.’ 
At the 
end o f the ho ur o ne hundred do llars’ 
wo rth o f go ld dust was laid in the 
.y o uth's 
handkerchief. 
The 
miners 
i lade o ut a list o f to o ls and necessaries. 
‘Yo u go ,’ they said, ‘and buy these and 
co me back. 
We’ll hav e a go o d claim 
staked o ut fo r y o u. 
Then y o u’v e go t 
to paddle fo r y o urself.’ ” Thus genuine 
and unco nv entio nal was the ho spitality 
o f the miners’ camp.—M ining C amp. 


KEEPI NG FR UIT. 
The best fruit preserv es are made by 
bo iling do wn the juice witho ut any ad­ 
ditio n until it thickens. 
Tho natural 
gum and sugar present in mo st fruits 
o nlv needs co ncentratio n to fo rm either 
¥ 
sv rup o r jelly , but the practice has been 
so lo ng to use sugar fo r mo re rapi« l pro ­ 
cess at tho ex pense o f flav o r, that the 
earlier and better metho d is fo rgo tten. 
In fruit, 
especially , fro m planting to 
preserv ing time, we find the wo rk is no t 
well do ne o n a large scale. 
Hundred- 
acre o rchards are pro no unce d a lo ss by 
o wners, and in go o d seaso ns tho fruit 
that wo uld feed a co unty go es to decay 
under the bo ughs. 
It is hard to care 
fo r so many trees and keep them in 
healthy co nditio n. 
Fruit-gro wing is a 
business fo r small farmers o r ho use­ 
ho lders, where the attentio n o f the fam­ 
ily can be giv en to tho few acres o f 
cho ice fruit. 
Keeping fruit, o r any pro v isio n, de­ 
pends o n 
three things: 
It must be 
so und at the co mmencement. 
A speck 
o f decay o r acid change w ill dev elo p 
ferment in a kettle o f fruit. Seco nd, the 
jars o r cans must be air-tight. 
The o b­ 
ject o f steaming the fruit is to ex pel the 
air and arrest the change in the juice, 
which wo uld naturally pro ceed to fer­ 
ment. Air penetrates in liner w av s than 
*we can discern and needs much lees 
than the crev ice o f a hair o r a pin’s 
po int to enter and spo il the co ntents. 
Glass that is free fro m cracks o r air 
bubbles, well-glazed 
sto new*are, free 
fro m 
flaw*s, y ello w* ware, o r stro ng, 
dark earthen jars will keep the fruit 
fro m the air, pro v ided it is sealed with 
wax , putty , o r bladder so aked and left to 
shrink o n tlio mo nth o f the jars. 
Cans 
with screw to ps and rubber rings are 
apt to hav e slight defects which prev ent 
perfect sealing, and canno t be depended 
o n witho ut wax . 
Third, the jars must be kept in a dry , 
dark, co ld place, 
v ery little abo v e 
freezing. 
A shelf in a furnace-warmed 
cellar o r sto rero o m o pening fro m a 
kitchen is no t the place to preserv e 
fruit. It may be put up in the best man­ 
ner and y et spo il thro ugh keeping in 
the light and w here it is no t co o l. Glass 
cans 
sho uld be wrapped in paper, 
buried in sand o r sawdust, o r kept in a 
dark clo set. 
Packed with plenty o f 
chaff', o ats, dry sand, o r sawdust, o r 
dry , sifted ashes, mo d preserv es v ’ill 
stand free zing weather witho ut injury , 
but « Micli can needs at least six inches o f 
no n-co nducting material abo ut it o n all 
sides fo r pro tectio n. 
A pit o n o ne side 
o f the cellar, dug belo w tlie reach o f 
fro st and lined with bo ards, with straw 
o r ashes betw*een them and its walls, 
will keep preserv es fro m heating o r 
freezing. 
A pit dug in a cellar fo ur 
feet belo w the lev el o f the flo o r, well 
drained and lined as abo v e, will pro v e 
the best place fo r keeping small quan­ 
tities o f preserv es, eno ugh fo r a single 
family . 
Jellies need a dry place fo r keeping, 
and are no t so particular abo ut temper­ 
ature, tho ugh it is best to keep them 
co o l. 
Jams, jellies, and marmalade, 
put up in wo o den bo x es and firkins, 
stand changes better than tho se in glass 
o r sto ne. 
If w o o den w are is pro perly 
so aketl in scalding w eak ly e o v er night, 
rinsed and dried o ut o f do o rs, then o iled 
inside with clean eo tto n-seed o il o i 
melted suet, it is ex cellent fo r keeping 
preserv es. 
The o il prev ents the juice 
fro m so aking into the wo o d o r drawing 
o ut its sap, which might make the co n­ 
tents taste unpleasantly . 
A thin co at­ 
ing o f o il o r fat is sufficient. 
So und fruit, air-tight cans o r jars, 
co o l, dry , dark sto ring, o nly wUl keej 
well. 
Whether much o r little sugar is 
used, o r fruit co o ked o r no t, is little 
matter if these po ints are o bserv ed.— 
V ick's Magazine.

in Detect! \e Fu rlong s bands, and McKei­ 
ghan instru cted to go ahead and act u nder 
Fu rlong's direction.

FROM T HE LANDLORDS AND SELL IT 


T O T HE “ PEASANT RY.”

London , April IT.—Gladstone 
having 
previou sly given notice that he wou ld an­ 
nou nce the term* of his land bill Friday, 
thero was, in a les-ser degree, a repetition of 
the scenes enacted in and abou t the hou se of 
commons on Thu rsday, April 8, attending 
the introdu ction of his homo ru le measu res. 
While* there was a largo attendance of 
notables and mu ch crowding, there was an 
absence of that intensity of interest which 
was plainly evident on home ru loday. 
The 
hou se began filling u p early, and was 
crowded to its u tmost capacity bofore 4 
o clock. 
Gladstone's appearance was the 
signal for lou d and e n t h u s i a s t i c ehooring, in 
which the \oices of tho Parnellite members 
pre laminated. 
Gladstone rose to speak to tho introdu c­ 
tion o! tho hill at 5:25 p. in., and was greeted 
with renewed^ cheering. 
His voice was 
hu sky, and ho was not as strong as he was 
last woek. 
Ho « aid that it was the para­ 
mou nt aim of the government in the intro­ 
du ction of the measu res looking to the re­ 
lief 
of 
Ireland 
to 
formu late 
plans 
directed to the contentment of tho Irish 
|>eople, and to tho restoration of social 
order in that u nhappy cou ntry. 
The his­ 
tory of Ireland virtu ally amou nted to one 
long indictment against landlords. 
Agra­ 
rian crime had not only originated, bu t had 
increased u nder the absenteeism of the Irish 
landlords from their possessions. 
England 
cou ld not clear herself of responsibility for 
the deeds of Irish landlords after the passage 
of the act of u nion, when absenteeism be­ 
came general. 
National sentiment had 
ceased to have a beneficial influ ence u pon 
the existing relations between landlord and 
tenant 
It was the intention of the govern­ 
ment that tho land act shou ld become oper­ 
ative simu ltaneou sly with the home ru le 
measu re, and one shou ld not pass withou t 
tho other. 
The Irish legislatu re wou ld be empowered 
to appoint a commission du ly au thorized to 
deal with all m atter relating to landed es­ 
tates. and be empowered to mediate between 
vendor and pu rchaser. 
By the conditions 
of the measu re, the pu rchase wou li lie 
made throu gh tho issu o of £ P0,000,000 al­ 
ready au thorized, for which H per ceflt. 
stock wou ld bo issu od at its par valu e. 
The 
object or pu rpose of tho act was to give to 
landlords tho opportu nity to sell ou t 
The 
act, in its provisions, was confined ex­ 
clu sively to to the agricu ltu ral districts, 
and did not inclu de mansions having de­ 
mesnes and woods. 
The au thority of the 
state, acting between peasant and landlord, 
wou ld pu rchase the land and pu t tho peas­ 
ant in ixwsession as an absolu te proprietor, 
su bject only to tho rent charge u ntil the 
final payment of the pu rchase money had 
been made. 
It was not the intention of tho 
state to force small occu piers to become 
produ cers in districts where there existed an 
ex« ess 
of 
popu lation. 
The 
state 
wou ld 
also 
have 
the 
power 
to 
decide 
whother 
the 
expropriation 
of landlords shou ld or shou ld not be com­ 
pu lsory. No one except the immediate land­ 
lord wou ld have the option to sell to the 
encu mbrancer, and then he mu st sell by 
foreclosu re, not a t an option for himself. 
Application to sell mu st come from all of 
the tenants on the estate. 
All applications 
for sale by foreclosu re mu st be registered, 
and the applicants mu st give secu rity for 
the costs. 
Tho price a t which su ch saUs are 
to be mado mu st depend entirely u pon the 
rental for a fixed period of the land to be 
sold, the ju dicial rate of rental established 
in 1845 to be the standard. 
In cases where 
the rate was not fixed at that time the 
commission wou ld determine the charge« ou 
a similar basis. 
The normal lim it of time 
fixed u pon for the completion of pu rchase 
wou ld be twenty years; in exceptional cases 
twenty-two years wou ld be 
permissible. 
Applications for pu rchases wou ld not be 
received after March HI, 1890. 
Stock to 
the amou nt of £ 10,004,000 wou ld be issu ed 
du ring the year of 1887 ; £ *20,040,000 in 18^8, 
and £ 20,000,000 in 1884. 
Gladstone said th at when these proposals 
were first placed before his colleagu es it was 
his intention to raise 
£ 130,000,000 
im­ 
mediately, bu t Messrs. Chamberlain and 
Trevelyan having objected to the wholesale 
issu e of stock on the grou nd that the inevit­ 
able resu lt wou ld be to cau se a depreciation 
of valu es, he therefore took occasion to 
thank them for giving him an opportu nity 
to reconsider what he was now convinced as 
an error, as he regarded it u nwise to ask 
for tho immediate issu es of anything like 
the u mou nt originally set as the ou tside esti­ 
mate of the su m th at wou ld be req u ired. 
By appointing a receiver general for 
rents, armed with su fficient au thority, bu t 
withou t coming into immediate contact with 
the u ew proprietary, tho repaym ent of the 
pu rchase money wou ld be amply secu red.

It is a rare thing that 
sunlight ever easts a glow upon her 
cheeks, and when it does a pane of 
window*gloss stands between face and 
sunlight. 
In fact, she may be put clown 
as a theatrical hot-house plant. 
When out of doors she rides in a close 
carriage and peeps out of the windows, 
dodging behind a curtain if she descries 
anyone looking at her, and when in a 
hotel she often hides her face with a 
veil and wears kid gloves, particularly 
If she is where she can be seen by the 
guests of the house. 
Years ago she 
usually took her meals in her room, but 
recently she ventures to go into the 
dining-room for them, 
being careful, 
however, before leaving her room to see 
that her face is heavily veiled and her 
hands thoroughly protected from view 
by a pair of kids. 
It is given out by 
her friends that Lotta hides her face t<» 
Avoid the annoyance of being gazed at 
Hby the public generally, and that she 
hides lior petite fingers in a pair of 5| 
gloves for the same purpose,

ated in tin* same way.

Lotta enttyed tin* room at a rapid walk 
and hastily threw herself into a seat at 
a table*in the corner of tin* room as far 
as possible from the bright light of 
day that came in through the windows. 
She wore a hat and her face was heavilv 
Veiled, while her hands 
were covered 
with a pair of brown kids to match the 
color of the veil. 
W hen her breakfast 
was placed before her, 
she put cere­ 
mony behind her and 
at once com­ 
menced to make it disappear in a style 
that showed that her appetite was keen 
And anxious to be satisfied. 
H er un­ 
usual make-up for a dining-liall at­ 
tracted the attention of every guest in 
the room, 
and inquiries were passed 
Around as to who the mysterious creature 
Was. 
The head waiter was in demand, 
and from 
him it was learned that the 
Hew arrival was Lotta. 
Fating with a 
Veil covering the entire face did not 
seem in the least to incommode her. 
W ith one hand she would raise a two 
by two piece of steak to her mouth, and 
with the other she lifted her veil until 
it rested upon the edge of her upper 
up.

Paddy Ryan is an actor as well as a 
pugilist. 
W hen we say actor, we do 
not say that lie poses, like John L . S u l­ 
livan, as an Ajax defying the lightning, 
or in any way incurs tin* criticism that 
he is traveling on his shape, but that lie 
is connected with legitimate* acting, and 
takes essentially dramatic roles. 
He 
lias not been cast for Ajax, nor, in fact, 
is he connected with tin* movement that 
looks to tin* revival of the Grecian 
stage. 
That he leaves to Air, George 
Biddle and Mr. Sullivan. 
It is, rather, 
in the light and festive department of 
Irish drama that his talents find their 
Appropriate theater. 
In the city of Troy, which has tho 
honor of having produced and nourished 
liis athletic frame, “ Paddy” performed 
a leading part in “ Terry, the Fo x .” Tin* 
part would seem to have been created 
with an eye to the peculiarities of Mr. 
Ryan's genius, for, in tie* second and 
Jourth acts, he engages with “ Con” 


('handler in a manly encounter with 
fists, to llio en th u siastic delight of the 
lieholders. 
M ay it not be sai 1 that M r. 
Ryans impersonation was of itself a 


c re a tio n , and tho character was never 
acted before it warmed the cookies of 
the Trojan heart tho other night? 
It 
was a robust and generous representa­ 
tion— a revival of heroic drama that 
might challcngo the pen of a W illiam 
Winter. 
Lo t no one ask either M r. llyan or 
Mr. Sullivan to cloak 
his power, or 
deny to histrionic art, ill this period of 
its decadence, the benefit of their great 
and original gifts. 
Tho contemporary 
stage is big enough for the gentleman 
who has knocked out all the world and 
also the best man he ever knocked out; 
and it is tho glory of that stage that 
every star shines with its native rather 
than a borrowed luster. I f Ryan cannot 
present the subtle character of H am let 
as well as Booth, 
neither can Booth 
mimic the glories of the sawdust ring as 
impressively as Ryan, 
It is a great 
thing to personate the melancholy l)an«*; 
but is it not equally great to show ad­ 
miring thousands Iioav exemplars of the 
noble art of defense knock an antag­ 
onist silly? 
Perhaps we are on th • vcrje of a new 
era in the American stage. 
There have 
been a burnt-cork era, a “ Black ( ’rook ’ 
era, a “ F ritz ” Em m et era, an Anna 
Dickinson era, and the era of the dime 
museum. 
A t last comes the era of the 
athletic drama. 
Here, no doubt, the 
acme of realistic personation w ill be 
reached. 
No counterfeiting of blows, 
no substitute for blood in the tragic 
portions will throw an illusion over the 
athletic stage; and if, like the Eld er 
Booth, Ryan should sometimes forget, 
and let himself out so far as to cross 
tho uncertain line between tin* fals«* and 
tin* genuine, (In* gain to art w ill fully 
balance 11»«* injury to eyes and noses. 
Th<* theater must accept the decree of 
public taste, and exchange the buskin of 
Thalia and 
Melpomene for the soft 
gloves and fighting-sltoes of Ryan.—

Sullivan with th<* songs of tin* first act, 
and while lie is setting them I proceed 
with the songs of act two. 
W hen these 
art* practically finished T revert to the 
dialogue, elaborating and polishing the 
crude suggestions contained in the first 
version of tin* libretto, w hile he com­ 
poses the music, and so it comes to 
pass that the pianoforte score and the 
libretto are usually completed about 
the same date. 
The libretto is then 
s«*t up in type and read to the company. 
This is alw ays a nervous affair, for by 
t his time the jokes have lost their point, 
tli«* situations their novelty, and the au 
tlior is g«*n«*rally at a loss to see where 
the laugh comes in. 
I have often seen 
it stated that actors and actresses form 
a dispiriting audience at such a cere­ 
mony, and that they care little for tho 
st ory or the dialogue in the abstract, 
their attention being concentrated on 
the parts which 
they 
believe they 
are destined to play. 
I am bound to 
say tHat my own experience is to the 
contrary effect. 
As a body they are 
keenly alive to such merits as the piece 
may possess, and I am sorry to say that 
1 have often had occasion to wish that 
my play had ‘gone’ with the audience 
half as well as it did when read to the 
company.”

ThP,f Business « to ll« *« * furnish their g ra duâ t« wiU> 
» tetter educatio n U* rrartlcai purpo se* than Prince­ 
to n. Harrard o r Y a lc-Q iR V tll.h. 
Fortv vcars ago, outside the counting- 
room, instruction in book-keep ing anti 
the p rincip les of business could only lie 
obtained from a few p rivate teachers who 
were themselves regularly emp loy ed as 
accountants, or from itinerant instruct­ 
ors, who organized sp ecial classes, to 
which they gave a limited number of 
lessons in the few towns visited. Rudi­ 


m e n t a r y , as it necessarily was, the utility 
of this p ractical training was so readily 
ap p arent, that both p ublic and p rivate 
schools were soon obliged to emp loy 
instructors in the useful branch of 
« book-keep ing. 
To still further meet the 
recognized p op ular domand, there v%ere 
also established schools which made a 
sp ecialty of p ractical studies. 
The su< - 
cess of these enterp rises, as well as the 
favor with which they Mere received, is 
no better attested than by their marvel­ 
ous growth in four decades. 
To-day up ward of two hundred busi­ 
ness colleges are annually * p rep aring 
forty thousand p up ils to meet the p rac­ 
tical p roblems of life intelligently . This 
result has been attained indep endent of 
any fostering care; for, p ossibly with the 
single ex cep tion of a commercial dep art­ 
ment established in connection with the 
p ublic schools of Detroit, Michigan, the 
American business colleges have received 
no p ublic recognition, save as a result of 
indep endent individual effort. 
^ ith no 
official sujiervision up on its own merits, 
the business college has attained for 
itself the p osition of a recognized ne­ 
cessity . 
“ Is it p ractical ?" and *• W ill it p ay : 
are the ever-recurring questions in re­ 
gard to every undertaking or enterp rise, 
To no one is the answer to these ques­ 
tions of so great imp ortance as the p ros­ 
p ective student; in no dep artment of 
life is it so essential that these demands 
1)0 recognized, as it is in that of edu­ 
cational develop ment; and in no dep art­ 
ment of education have these questions 
been so well answered as in the business 
colleges. 
But a few y ears since it was imp erative 
that be who would acquire an education, 
p ursue a course of study having not the 
most remote relation to his after life in a 
p lace of p ublic calling. 
Annap olis, 
West Point, and the sp ecial dep artments 
of the universities are p rep aring y oung 
men for p ositionaof trujst and honor, but 
where one man i* wanted in these p ro­ 
fessions, a thousand are wanted to oc­ 
cup y stations o f’equal imp ortance in the 
multiform dep artments of that vast ag­ 
gregation whose high p rivilege it is to 
conduct the world’s business. 
It is to 
these thousands that the business college 
stands in like relation with the medical 
college to the p hy sician, the law school 
to the barrister, or the laboratory to the 
chemist. 
_ 
The great ex p ense in p roviding tex t 
Looks for the p up ils of our p ublic schools 
is a burden that weighs heavily up on 
many p arents, against which much com­ 
p laint has justly been made. The I n v e s ­ 
tigator would recommend, as an ex p e­ 
dient, a sy stem of book-letting like that 
organized by the Northern Illinois Nor­ 
mal School, at Dix on, and now in suc­ 
cessful op eration, saving annually to its 
students hundreds of dollars. 
The p lan is simp le, and is as follows; 
In the main college building is the 
reading-room in which all the tex t books 
of the institution are kep t. 
A student 
on entering the institution goes to this 
room and selects his bo o ks, dep ositing 
w ith the librarian their value, and when 
he is through with the books he returns 
them and gets his dep osit money less any 
damage the books have received. 
The 
librarian lets these books again to the 
nex t student that wants them, requiring 
a dep osit of as much money as was p aid 
out to the one who returned them last. 
By care students make their book ex 
p ense a mere trille. 
One book will last 
several y ears, and serve a great many 
dilferent students. 
This sy stem could be adop ted with 
equal success by our p ublic schools, and 
would make the ex p ense to the p arent 
less than one-fifth of what it is under the 
p resent sy stem, and would alTord to the 
p up ils many lessons of economy . 
Let a township or a city adop t this 
sy stem, and any school officer could han­ 
dle the books, or any book-dealer would 
handle them for nothing; indeed, in 
many cases, they would even p ay for the 
p rivilege. ________ 
_______ 
Carly le may , p erhap s sneeringly , have 
w ritten, ‘‘The Americans double their 
numbers every twenty y ears, as if to 
have forty million dollar-hunters in the 
world were any better than to have 
twenty million dollar-hunters. ’ The im­ 
p lication may be ap p reciated or not, as 
we like, y et all recognize that this is a 
natio n of wealth and commerce, in 
which trade—buy ing and selling—fo rms 
a mo st impo rtant facto r in the natio nal 
industries. This o ccupatio n is no t limit­ 
ed to the merchant, the bro ker o r the 
co mmissio n ag ent, but is equally truo 
o f ev ery v o catio n. The success o f the 


farmer dep ends in no little degree up on 
his ability to make a trade, and if he 
fails it is by reason of his neglecting 
some fundamental p rincip le of business 
—indeed, regulated by sound business 
p rincip les, which necessarily enter into 
the conduct of every p rofession, there is 
not an occup ation in which the efforts 
of th ose engaged would not accomp lish 
better results. 
The business of to-day is so comp li­ 
cate*!. that for one to begin and learn all 
in detail, by successive step s, would re­ 
quire, too often, a life-time. 
AN ith the 
consolidation of many dep aitm ents un 
der onesup en i*-i<»n tin* sy stem of ap p ren­ 
ticeship is a c u s t o m of the p ast, nor is it 
n e c e s s a r y to revive it, for in every well 
organized business college the school­ 
room is a m iniature business community 
of which every p up il is a memlx ir, and 
in which he meets and p erforms suc­ 
cessively all the many and varied duties 
that he would be called up on to transact 
in the outside world.

IT is a fav o rite assumptio n o f a larg e 
okas of intelligent critics of Normal 
Schools that teachers, like p oets, are 
b o rn , 
not ma d e. 
According to these 
critics, there is no need of sp ecital train­ 
ing for the teachers work. They say , 
“ If one has a natural ap titude for teach­ 
ing, and a thorough knowledge of that 
which he wishes to teach, his common 
sense will guide him as to the best m eth­ 
ods of imp arting instruction.” Yet the 
iame p ersons who make this assertion, 
when called up on to select a teac her for 
their children, will invariably choose one 
who has had ex p erience. Why ? Because 
they sup p ose that the ex p erience*! tescher 
has p erfected his methods — knows how 
to teach better than one who has had n© 
ex p erience. 
If« by some means, the 
beginner could p rofit by the ex p erience 
of others who have trodden the same 
p ath, what a blessing it would be to 
him and his p up ils! 
A noted oculist, 
on being p raised for his skill in op erating 
up on the ey e, said that in acquiring this 
skill he had sp oiled a thousand ey es. 
How many teachers have gained their 
ex p erience in a similar way by sp oiling 
a thousand p up ils! 
But there is no 
need of this “ slaughter of the inno­ 
cents.” 
The teacher who begins his 
work after a careful training by those 
cap able of giving him the benefit of 
their ex p erience, while he will have 
numerous details to learn for himself, 
y et will have his p lans and methods so 
| p erfect that his p up ils will not suffer on 
I account of his inex p erience. 
This is 
the work that Normal Schools aim to do. 
In the Training Class of the N. I. N. S., 
the students are taught how to teach; 
and they are required to teach under the 
careful sup ervision of a trained teacher. 
Under this sy stem, a failure is well-nigh 
imp ossible. 
The question of school 
government, which is such a bugbear to 
many teachers, here receives careful 
attention. 
We once heard an educa­ 
tional reformer say that there are no bad 
boy s — it is grown p eop le who are bad. 
Probably he meant infants or sleep ing 
hovs, or else lm has stumbled up on some 
te a c h e rs ' p aradise where the p up ils are 
little angels. I t would be sad to think that 
any boy or girl was totally bad 
so bad 
that no good motive could l>e found up on 
which to begin character-building; but 
no i» ersou with common sense will deny 
that children ex ist who seem to defy 
every means of reaching them, ex cep t 
by a miracle. 
How to deal with these 
bad cases, is a p roblem which confronts 
every new teacher.. If he is p rep ared 
for them by his p revious training, his 
p ower to deal with them is thereby in­ 
creased; and his chances of failure are 
lessened. 
Many a y oung teacher, who 
might become an ornament to the p ro­ 
fession, gives up the work in discourage­ 
ment because he is unp rep ared to meet 
certain difficulties attendant on the vo­ 
cation. A course at a good normal school, 
like the N. I. N. S., would render such 
failures ex ceedingly rare.___ 


T h e T h ree V a r ie tie s o f Ca rp. 
Tho sp ecies 
of 
fisli best adap ted to 
p ond culture is conceded to bo the carp , of 
which there are three varieties—viz., tho 
‘•mirror” carp , the “scale” carp , an i the 
“leather” carp - The first-named variety is 
the most highly imp roved breed of German 
carp . 
It has three or four rows of very 
large scales along the sides of tho body , the 
remainder of the body being smooth or 
naked. 
The “scale” carp derive* its name 
from the fact that it is well covered with 
scales, and is the original variety or breed 
of the carp sp ecies. 
The last-named, or 
“leather” carp , is so called for the entire 
absence of scales, and tho leathery ap p ear 
ance of the body . 
Although the “mirror ’ 
carp is considered the finest variety of tho 
carp , all are worthy of cultivation, but 
should be kep t in sep arate p onds to avoid 
hy bridization, esp ecially during the breed­ 
ing season. —Chicago I lines.

APPLIED LOGIC. 
II a dealer has but ten customers, 
these customers must p ay m argin suffi­ 
cient to enable tho dealer to live. 
If the 
dealer had twenty customers he could 
Live as well with half as much margin, 
Thus as his trade increases the necessary 
margin decreases, i. e.: the margin varies, 
inversely as the amount of trade. 
The business college of fifty or mx t\ 
students is obliged to charge the high 
p rice of six ty dollars for a scholarship . 
It m ust have a large margin liecause of 
its few customers. 
Increase its p atron­ 
age to one hundred students and it could 
afford to give the same instruction for 
thirty dollars. 
Increase the attendance 
to one hundred and fifty , and since no 
more branches would have to be taught, 
the institution could afford to reduce the 
life scholarship to the reasonable p rice of 
twenty -five dollars, and y et make vastly 
more money than it did when six ty dol­ 
lars w’ere charged. 
Some business colleges require the stu ­ 
dent to p ay for a life scholarship up on 
his entrance, while others charge for 
only w hat the student gets. 
The Dix on 
Business College, located in this city , 
p ermits students to enter by the term , 
charging $ 9 tuition. 
The student can 
comp lete such p arts of the course as 
he desires. 
He does not have to p ay 
for w hat he does not receive, as he 
would have to do if he were required to 
p urchase a life scholarship up on enter­ 
ing and if for any reason he could not 
stay long enough to enjoy the full l>ene- 
fits of the scholarship . 
The average 
student comp letes tho business course in 
three terms, some require longer time, 
while those that are well advanced in 
other branches when they enter, com­ 
p lete the course in one or two terms. 
But should it require four terms to com­ 
p lete the course, the tuition would 
amount to only thirty -six dollars. 
The 
institution because of its barge numbers 
could reduce its tuition so low that it 
would amount to onh twenty -five dollars 
for the full course and y en give better 
instruction and make greater p rofits than 
it could if it had only fifty or six ty stu ­ 
dents and charged each one six ty dollars 
for a scholarship . 
Two firms start in bu siness; one by 
energy , “ p ush” and p rogressive sp irit 
aims to build up a large trade, and the 
other adop ts the p rincip le of few custom ­ 
ers but large margins. 
W hich one of 
these becomes a first-class business house: 
Which one rep resents the sp irit of the 
day ? One becomes n. great institution to 
which every body g» » es for the best goods 
and the lowest p rices, while the other, 
lacking the vim and p rogressive sp irit of 
the times, remains a small concern, p at­ 
ronized only by p ersonal friends.
